Amendment to By-Laws 
Proposed by Al Craiq 


March 17, 1992 


Article II 
Membership and Member Meetinas: 
Section 2. Meetings 


It is proposed to extend the last sentence in the 
existing text to add the following condition: "providing at 
least 96 hours notice is given to all members of record". This 
would cause the last sentence to read: "Additional meetinas 
may be held for such special occasions as the association may 
desire providing at least 96 hours notice is given to all 
members of record". 


Section 7. Cancellation of membership 


It is proposed to title the existing paragraph as, 
"a. Failure to pay dues" and add the following condition as 
. Unacceptable Behavior". 


Any member whose conduct is not true to the spirit of 
Amateur Radio in that he violates the rules established 
by the Federal Communications Commission in a knowing and 
willful manner (whether the PCC is involved in the matter 
or not) and who makes no obvious effort to change his 
behavior may have his membership canceled by a majority 
vote of the Board of Directors. The remaining portion of 
his membership dues shall be returned to him except where 
his membership was given him at no-charge. 


Article III 
Board of Directors 
Section 3. Removal from office 


It is proposed to amend the reading of the second 


sentence from, "- - may appoint a member in good standing - -" 
to "- - and has, in addition, appointed a member - -". The 
second sentence would then read: "However, a director who 


cannot attend a board meeting and has notified the President 
or Vice-President to that effect and has, in addition, 
appointed a member in qood standing to act for him/her in 
which case the director will not be considered to have 
resigned even if he/she misses a number of concurrent 
meetings". 


Article III 
Board of Directors 
Section 8. Limitations on Board Authorized Expenditures 


It is proposed to add the following limitation to the 
power of the board of directors. Section 8 would read as 
follows: 


The Board of Directors shall not be empowered to 
authorize any single expenditure which exceeds $500. Such 
an expenditure will require approval by two thirds of the 
membership in good standing present at the next reqular 
monthly meeting or at a special meeting held in 
accordance with the requirements of the Bylaws. 


Article XII 


Dissolution 


It is proposed to add the following Article to the 
Bylaws. 


The Pikes Peak Radio Amateur Association may cease to 
exist as an organization for a number of reasons, three 
of which ar 


a. The organization decreases in size to the point 
where its continued existence is without merit. 


b. An external event such as war may cause the 
Suspension of amateur radio which could activate 
reason (a). 


c. The PPRAA may be absorbed into another 
organization. 


For the PPRAA to be officially dissolved, for any reason, 
an affirmative vote by two thirds of the members of 
xecord in qood standing who can be located shall be 
required. In cases (a) and (b) all assets of the PPRAA 
shall be converted to cash, any and all debts shall be 
satisfied, and the remaining cash balance divided amona 
all members of record in qood standing who can be 
located. In case (c) all assets will be transferred to 
the new organization.

HOW TO SEE RANDOM DOT STEREOGRAMS 
METHOD ONE 


‘The first method involves an ability which is intutive with some people. BeLow THe Anwilem Kiczo ade 2 DOTS, 
They are called fusion dots. Simply allow your eyes to “space out” and gaze 

‘through the image. You may have done the same trick when waking up looking at a pattern on wallpaper, or some time 
gazing at a chain-link fence. (If this doesn't “make sense”, you're probably NOT an individual who has done this 
intuitively all his or her life), In any event, try to “fuse” the spaced out image of the dots into a clear, central dot. If you 
{get it, just hold on while perceiving the rest of the image in your peripheral vision. If you can, without losing the third dot, 
giance slowly around the rest of the | you hold the “third det” long enough (and that abilty varies {rom individual 
to individual trom § seconds to § minutes) your brain will decode the computer-craated image in the random dots. 


DIGRESSIOI it like watching a photo being developed--quite amazing realy. You can actually “watch” 
‘as your brain's pattern recognition circuit fil in more and more of the detail All | can honestly tell you relative to the 
time and effort involved is that just about everyone who finally ‘gots it” or “sees it” feels that it was well worth the effort 
But...not everyone gets it. So you MAY have a frustrating experience. Tho best thing is of course to show the image 
‘around to friends. You'll very likely find someone who sees it and they'll be mast pleased to held you, as you will be to 
heb others once you've gotten it! 


METHOD TWO 


The second method is an attempt to help accomplish the tirst chore: getting the eyes to diverge the correct 
‘amount. Hold the practice image absurdly close to your eyes--like actually touching your nose. Hold i there long 
‘enough so that your eyes start looking through i rather than at it, Being that close of course means there is no way to 
look AT it, But wait long enough to become comfortable just spacing out, looking through the image. Slowly (no more 
than two inches per second) and being careful to hold the image level at all times, draw the page away from your face. 
With your PERIPHERAL vision observe the dots. They should at some point (about 8 to 16 inches from your face) 
“fuse” to form a central dot (with two fainter side dots). Stop moving the image. Continue to observe the central dot 
without trying to lock “at” it. (As soon as you look AT it, you'll lose it.) As you practice this (and kt MAY tal 
attempts) you will begin to ps more and more “depth” in the image. Each time you may try to look “at” the ima 
it wil disappear. 

DIGRESSION #2--Experiments performed primarily by Psychologist Bella Julesz at the University of Chicago in 
the 1960's used double image random dot stereograms to prove that “photographic memory” ia tact exists, and acts 
photographically! Subjects claiming to have “photographic” memory were shown a random dot image in one eye ony. 

1 was removed from view and its partner image was shown to the other eye. Those with actual photograph memory 
Wore Mu to "S00" the message 


DIGRESSION #3--Chuck Yeager, perhaps America’s most famous and noted test (and fighter) pilot reports 
that the ability to "focus" on intinty is a vital skil for fighter pilots! By “focus” is really meant “aim” in the sense of 
diverging one’s eyes to parailel. in a sky with no sharp objects to focus on, your eyes tend to aim about 24 feet in front 
of you. This makes it dfficuk if not impossible to pick out small objects a great distance away (lke, say, a bad guy 
coming to gat you!)

FANNY PACK II 
by Oak Stockton, KOROL 


Many of us have older handi-talkies whose nicad 
battery packs have committed suicide or have died of 
old age. There is hope for a resurrection at low cost 
and little workshop effort. My vintage [com IC-2AT, 
IC-3AT, and IC-4AT each came with a small 7-cell 
battery pack, IC-BP3, delivering a nominal 8.4 volts 
at 270 mAh (milliampere-hours). The 7 cells are 
spot-welded together in series, and are only factory 
replaceable, A replacement pack costs about $32! 
The sophistacated little charge controller is still 
usable, even when the cells have had theie last gasp! 
Here is a project that will give at least a 20-fold 
‘operational life to your handi-talkies, and make long- 
winded QSO,s and public service gigs more fun, 


During minor surgery to remove the dead pack of 
NO270AA mini-cells, drill a small hole in the upper 
front of the case to pass a small twisted pair of leads 
tobe soldered to the bottom terminals (+ & -) of the 
now empty case. Reassemble. Allow 3-4 feet of the 
twisted pair to reach the FANNY PACK assembly. 


‘The FANNY PACKis designed to hold seven size 
Daicads snapped into a row of cell holders bolted to 
an aluminum plate. I used Radio Shack 4-cell, 2-cell 
and single cell holders mounted side by side. The 
aluminum plate is about 11 inches long, enough to 
‘mount 1-inch wide nylon webbing straps, with ample 
length to encircle your waist and a buckle to fasten it 
with. A neat Naugahyde "envelope" was tailor-made 
by Ora, NOQJX to keep the FANNY PACK 
waterprof. The original BC-25U wall charger or the 
BC-35 desk charger takes 15 hours or so.
